3) Applicants petitioned to Request the Withdrawal of the Notice of Abandonment on 
January 2, 2001. A copy of the Petition and stamped return postcard is attached as 
Exhibit B. 

4) Applicants requested the Status of the Filing Receipt on June 29, 2001.
